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PREFACE 


IN  THIS  LIST  are  presented  names  of  individuals  and  firms  connected  with 
the  graphic  arts  in  the  town  of  New  York  in,  approximately,  the  first  two 
centuries  of  its  history.  It  is  hoped  that  the  list  may  be  of  value  not  only  as  a 
record  of  those  who  were  engaged  in  these  trades  and  professions  but  that,  from 
the  recorded  occupations,  addresses,  firm  names  and  other  dated  information, 
it  may  be  of  assistance  also  in  dating  undated  books,  papers  and  pictures,  and 
in  identifying  anonymous  printers,  publishers,  artists,  etc. 

The  list  in  its  present  form  is  a  combination  of  three  published  lists  to  which 
considerable  material  has  been  added.  A  register  for  the  decade  1801—1810  was 
published  in  the  Bulletin  of  The  New  York  Public  Library  of  October  and 
November,  1939;  that  for  the  decade  1811-1820,  in  the  Bulletin  of  April,  May 
and  June,  1940 ;  and  a  register  for  the  period  1781-1800,  in  the  Bulletin  of  May 
and  June,  1941.  These  three  registers  have  now  been  brought  together  in  one 
alphabet,  and  over  two  hundred  names  have  been  added  to  those  formerly  re- 
corded, and  the  period  covered  extended  back  to  the  year  1633,  when  Augustine 
Heermans,  merchant  and  artist,  arrived  in  New  Amsterdam. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  mention  several  of  the  seventeenth-  and  eighteenth- 
century  landmarks  in  the  cultural  development  of  the  town.  The  sale  in  New 
Amsterdam  of  Sir  Henry  Moody's  books  at  the  hands  of  the  bailiff  in  1662  was 
the  first  sale  of  its  kind  known  to  have  been  held  in  what  is  now  the  United  States. 
The  art  of  printing  was  first  practiced  in  New  York  by  William  Bradford  in 
1693,  following  his  removal  from  Philadelphia.  The  New-York  Gazette  began 
to  be  issued,  weekly,  in  1725,  the  town's  first  newspaper.  The  Library  of  Trinity 
Parish,  which  later  lost  its  identity,  was  established  in  1698.  The  New  York 
Society  Library  was  founded  in  1754,  the  fourth  of  those  libraries  of  its  kind 
established  in  our  country  which  have  continued  operating  down  to  the  present 
day.  Its  house  at  16  Nassau  Street  was  completed  in  1795,  the  first  building  used 
exclusively  for  library  purposes  in  the  city,  and  the  third  in  the  country.  King's 
College  was  also  established  in  1754,  and  after  the  Revolution  became  Columbia 
College. 

In  1695  the  city  had  a  population  of  about  5,000,  and  in  1749  it  was  13,294. 
Following  the  Revolution  the  city  grew  very  rapidly,  and  at  the  beginning  of 
the  nineteenth  century  led  the  nation  as  a  commercial,  cosmopolitan  and  megalo- 
politan  city.  In  1786  it  had  23,614  inhabitants,  and  in  1790,  29,906.  In  1800 
its  population  of  60,489  compared  with  Philadelphia's  41,220  and  Boston's 
24,937.  In  1810  the  inhabitants  of  New  York  City  numbered  96,373,  compared 
with  Philadelphia's  53,722  and  Boston's  34,381.  In  1820  the  city  had  123,706 
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inhabitants.  As  one  would  expect,  accordingly,  a  great  deal  more  space  is  devoted 
to  names  which  appeared  in  the  38  years  following  the  Treaty  of  Paris,  than  to 
those  listed  at  dates  within  the  143  years  preceding  the  beginning  of  the  Revo- 
lutionary War. 

Within  the  period  1786-1820,  annual  directories  of  the  city  were  issued  except 
for  the  year  1788;  and  for  this  period  the  directories  are  the  principal  source 
for  information  contained  in  this  list.  Entries  dated  before  1786  contain  infor- 
mation obtained  from  various  books  and  newspapers;  the  latter  were  also  the 
sources  of  much  information  dated  in  the  period  following  1786.  These,  together 
with  the  directories,  are  listed  below.  The  directories  and  newspapers  were  con- 
sulted at  The  New  York  Public  Library,  and  most  of  the  books  at  The  Grolier 
Club.  The  compiler  wishes  to  express  his  grateful  appreciation  to  these  institu- 
tions and  to  the  authors  of  the  works  consulted.
